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REMARKS 

Claims 1 - 5 have been amended in order to more particularly point out, and distinctly claim 
the subject matter to which the applicants regard as their invention. The applicants respectfully 
submit that no new matter has been added. Claim 6 has been canceled without prejudice or 
disclaimer. It is believed that this Amendment is fully responsive to the Office Action dated March 
15,2006. 

At the outset, the applicants thank the Examiner for now indicating that claim 6 contain 
allowable subject matter, and would be allowable if re-written in the manner suggested in item 1 1, 
page 5 of the outstanding Action. 

The Examiner has required a new and more descriptive title of the invention. Accordingly, 
the applicants have amended the title of the invention so as to read: "PICKUP DEVICE WITH 
HEAT-RADIATING MECHANISM." 

The applicants respectfully request that the amended title of the invention be accepted by the 
Examiner. 
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Claims 3 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. §11 2, second paragraph, for the specific reasons 
set forth in item 5, page 2 of the outstanding Action. The applicants respectfully requests 
reconsideration of this rejection. 

As indicated above, claims 3 and 4 have been amended in order to more particularly point 
out, and distinctly claim the subject matter to which the applicants regard as their invention, and in 
order to correct certain informalities therein, including those pointed out by the Examiner. 

Accordingly, the withdrawal of the outstanding indefiniteness rejection 35 U.S.C. §112, 
second paragraph, is in order, and is therefore respectfully solicited. 

As to the merits of this case, the following rejections are set forth in the outstanding Office 

Action: 

(1) claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Takashima 
(EP 1148482 Al); and 

(2) claims 3 - 5 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) also based on Takashima . 

The applicants respectfully request reconsideration of these rejections. 
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In order to help expedite the processing of this patent application to issuance, the applicants 
have amended independent claim 1 in order to incorporate therein the allowable subject matter of 
claim 6. Claim 6 has been canceled without prejudice or disclaimer. Since claim 1, having the 
subject matter of allowable claim 6 incorporated therein is now similarly allowable, the outstanding 
rejection of independent claim 1 is moot . 

Also, each of claims 2 - 5 depends on independent claim 1, now allowable. Thus, the 
outstanding rejections of claims 2 - 5 are similarly moot . 

In view of the above, the withdrawal of the outstanding rejections under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) 
as being anticipated by Takashima (EP 1148482 Al), and under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being 
anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) also based on Takashima is in order, 
and is therefore respectfully solicited. 

In view of the aforementioned amendments and accompanying remarks, claims, as amended, 
are in condition for allowance, which action, at an early date, is requested.
